OF PERSONAL POWER OVER 35 MILLION SKOREANS BY PRES PARK, 

BY SKILLFULLY EXPLOITING EVER-PRESENT THREAT OF NK INVASION, 

SK FEARS. 

,5. CHINA 

GREENWAY (WP 2/16) STATES WALL POSTERS TO SAVE CHINA 
FROM REVISIONISM REAPPEARING. LEFTISTS SUPRESSED IN 
AFTERMATH OF CULTURAL REVOLUTION EIGHT YEARS AGO, 

STAGING COMEBACK. LACK OF AGREEMENT ON SUCCESSOR TO 
CHOU PROBABLE CAUSE OF NEW CAMPAIGN. PRAGMATISTS STILL 

UNCLASSIFIED 

IN CONTROL AND CURRENT CAMPAIGN MAY BE DIVERSION TO SAVE
